made by Chancellor Stresemann of Germany, -who has 
re-formed his cabinet, after the~downfall of the old gov- 
ernment last week, and who has anjiounced his determi- 
nation of saving Germany at any cost. • 


iStresemann 'proposes to eliminate the extreme radi- 


cal* on both wings. He -proposes to confer authority on 
the' cabinet, under the so-called authorization law to 
legislate without reference to the reichstag. It was the 
attempt to force this law through the reichstag, which 
resulted in the overthrow of the old Stresemann' cabinet. 
Ko-vr the German' chancellor, with the fine courage which 


. has characterized all of his policies, is determined to 
| prjbis forward another step.- He Insists that the affairs' 


• o£ the German government arc in .such a tangled mess 


that it Is necessary to grant larger powers to the gov- 
erning authorities than any, cabinet has had since the 
War. 


~~ Four^ reforms are urgently needed by Germany, he 


believes, to save the government. First of all new 
money must bo Immediately issued to replace the 


b« slowly dying this spring when they came into leaf 
days later than their healthier., neighbors and property 
owners all over the city were lamenting the loss of fine 
specimens of elras.

WHY THE MELTING POT IS INEFFECTIVE. 
A Lincoln citizen receiving a few days ago a letter 


from a friend te'rnpararily sojourning in Quebec, Canada, 
was surprised to find that the post mark on the envelope 
was In the French language. He knew that all Canada 
is British and could not understand how this official 
stamp could be in a modern language foreign to the na- 
tion which had caused it to be impressed. He learned, 
upon investigation, that In spite of more than a century 
of Ufa In British America, the French are still French. 


These so-called French-Canadians 
dominate tl^ 


province of Quebec, which includes tho city of that name, 
as well as-that of Montreal. They have lived there for 
generation after generation, but have^never become at 
heart citizens of the British empire, nor of the Dominion 
of Canada. 
Not half of them can read or speak the 


language of the" government under which they have lived 
practically ever since that of the United States was or- 
ganized. Nor are they inclined to learn it. All signs 
on business houses as well as those put up by municipal- 
ities and other governmental bodies are in both French 
and English. There are a million of these French-Can- 
adians in New England and they still speak French, read 
French and maintain French institutions. 


The French-Canadians constitute only one body of 


foreigners who continue alien in heart and action, not- 
withstanding long residence In this country, according 
to; French Strother, a writer In World's Wor){. Whenjthe 
republic of Latvia was organized It was found that more 
than half the Letts in the world-live in the United States. 
These were invited to vote in the- election in their native 
and and the result of that election was the selection of 
a Lettish lawyer of Pittsburgh as president. He at once 
forswore1 his American allegiance and returned to the 
place of his birth to take up the duties of office. 


The writer mentioned^ after much study, has con- 


cluded that the immigration laws of the country should 
be amended so as-to provide for the admission of small- 
er quotas from those countries whose people are not 
readily assimilated by the United States and who show 
no Inclination to adapt themselves to our customs, ac- 
quire our language and become real Americans. On the 
other hand, the^quota should be raised from those coun- 
tries peopled by the so-called Nordick stock, who readily 
become Americans. 


Under the law as it now exists the number of immi- 


grants admitted each year is restricted, to 357,503. Most 
of these come frorn Great Britain and other Nord'.ck 
countries, but the percentage of those fiom other coun- 
tries, residing In the United States can be realized when.

Where Wells scants the modern his- 
tory, Dr. Webster emphasizes it. All 
but six chapters of the history are 
devoted to the last 
four hundred 
years—since the Rennaissance penodT 


While this volume is probably Dr. 


Webster's most ambitious work and 
will make him known among the 
laity as none other has, it is not his 
only written record. 
Dr. 
Webster 
graduated from Stanford university 
in the second class to be graduated. 
Later he took his 
master's degree 


there and also at. Harvard, where he 
went on a 
fellowship. 
From the 


same institution, he received his doc- 
torate, in 1904, and for the subject of 
his thesis, he took "Primitive Secret 
Societies." From Harvard, he went to 
Williams as assistant professor of 
economics, from where he was called 
to Nebraska In 1507. Hero he suc- 
ceeded E. A. Ross, a former Stanford 
instructor, who is now at tho Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin. 


Tho thesis for ihls doctorate was 
later published in book form in 190S. 
Since that time it has-been translated 
into Japanese and into Italian.

The natural temperature 
of the 


blood Is nearly a hundred degrees. 
b'ut as the surface of *bho body the 
temperature ^s very much less, tho 
precise degree depending upon cir- 
cumstances. Since the bodily furnace 
is continuing burning, It Is necessary 
that the heat supplied, by it to the 
tissues be conducted away through 
Its surroundings, rapidly enough to 
prevent an accumulation above thfe 
normal temperature, but not so lap- 
idly as to reduce that temperature. 
There must be a balance between 
production and consumption of heat 
energy; that is all. 


Ifv the heat is not radiated away 


from the body fast enough, conges- 
tion, discomfort and fever result; if 
heat is radiated away too fast, tha 
body cools below its normal tempera' 
ture, and a chill, or oven a last ac- 
tual freezing will result. 


When you feel cold it Is because 


your natural heat is being drawn 
olf through absorption by cold air 
faster than the internal source can 
supply it. When you are thus chilled 
if you go into a room that is too 
warm you feel a sudden-accession of 
heat which for a few moments may 
be very agreeable; but after no very 
long time you will be oppressed bv 
the surplus heat and your muscular 
and mental energies 
will -become 


more or less paralyzed. 


It is a practical question what de- 


gree of temperature is most suitable 
for tho air of the rooms in which we 
live and work. Much depends upon 
the degree and kind of activity of 
the person. Musclar work Increases 
the heat in the body above the ayer- 
age, and so a lower temperature of 
the surroundings is demanded. When 
we are stitting still the bodily fur- 
nace furnishes only the normal qual- 
ity of heat, and, if the -Heather is 
cold, we need warmer air to keep the 
balance. 


Much also depends upon the sea- 


son in mild weather, when no inva- 
sion of glacial air occurs through 
opened doors and windows, a room 
-temperature of between 60 and 65 
degrees Fahrenheit should be enough 
and sometimes mor,e than enough. In 
cold and boisterous weather, when 
the conditions outside are reversed, 
a temperature of 70 to 75 degres may 
not be too high. But in no circum- 
stances should tho 
artificial 
room 


temperature be pushed higher than SO 
degrees, or 20 degrees below the nat- 
ural temperature of the blood. 
So 


So high a temperature as SO degrees 
is admissable only in special cases 
or for limited periods. 


If you want tff test the' ability of

warmth, 3rou can do it in two ways. 
You can go into a place whose air 
temperature la say 75 to SO degrees 
and saw a few stout sticks of cord- 
wood Into short lengths, 
or, sur- 


rounded by a similar temperature, 
you can concentrate your mental en- 
ergies on working out your Income 
tax. Persplrlatlon in the first 
case 
'and a burning Ivead in tho second 
will quickly send you in. search of 
relief. But 
If you seek such relief 


from sudden cold drafts your last 
condition may be worse than your 
first, for a serious 
congestion or 


pneumonia may follow. 


Imperfect ventilation, together with 


overheated, rooms, is a cause of coal 
waste. Many of the ancient cave- 
dwellers had better ventilation for 
their homes than we have. Many 
of our ventilation schemes work only 
theoretically. But often 
people are 


too Impatient to give them a 
fair 


chanco. A man having foolishly over- 
heated himself, foolishly wants to 
be cooled instantly. So he throws 
open a window and sits in the cold 
air current With a little patience and 
self-control he could cool himself 
safely, far more agreeably and almost 
as quickly. 
Hot air rises; cold air sinks — there 


is the fundamental fact on which any 
system, of ventilation must bo based. 
One of the. best of all ventilators, 
which is/at the teame time a heater, 
Is an open fireplace. 'It-loses 
too 


much heat up the chimney,"

The Hydrozo company -at 


326 North Tenth street is'"a 
composite factory manufactur- 
ing at the same time a new sort 
of paint, which has waterproof- 
ness and durability for, its 
principal virtues, 
and 
the 


chemical, aluminum stearate, 
used in lubricating oils. 


Hydrozo is a new sort of 


paint, which owes its existence 
to E. E". Blackman, curator of 
the Nebraska Historical so- 
ciety, who experimented with 
materials to try to find a paint 
which would help - to preserve 
wood on which it was used. 


The process Is of course sec- 


ret. But the men in the fac- 
tory are still experimenting, 
and sometimes the 
mixtures 


they achieve are anything but 
what they wished to secure. 
The finished product, when it 
is put into the cans, is a paste- 
like substance, either colorless, 
or the colors as they will be 
used. 


The substance as.it may be 


bought is combined with gaso- 
line before applying. 


It used to be considered that 


linseed oil and white lead were 
the only proper ingredients for 
paint. Later, when lead be- 
came expensive, zinc was used 
'nstead. Now that linseed oil- 
prices have gone up, the sub-

Hy drozo is a new sort of 
p aint, which owes its ex istence 
to E. E. Blackman, curator of 
the Nebraska Historical so­ 
ciety , who ex p erimented with 
materials to try to find a p aint 
which would help to p reserve 
wood on which it was used. 


The p rocess is of course sec­ 
ret. 
But the men in the fac­ 
tory are still ex p erimenting, 
and sometimes the mix tures 
they achieve are any thing but 
v.hat they wished to secure. 
The finished p roduct, when it 
is p ut into the cans, is a p aste­ 
like substance, either colorless, 
or the colors as 
they will he 
used. 


The substance as it may be 
bought is combined with gaso­ 
line before ap p ly ing. 
It used to be considered that 
linseed oil and white lead were 
the only p rop er ingredients for 
p aint. 
Later, when 
lead 
be­ 
came ex p ensive, zinc was used 
nstead. 
Now that linseed oil 
p rices have gone up , the sub­ 
stitute which sup p lies gasoline 
is highly recommended by its 
cheap ness. 


The other p roduct is of an 
entirely different sort, 
it is 
largely concerned with chem­ 
istry , esp ecially in its ap p lica­ 
tions to the p roblems of lubri­ 
cating oils. 


Aluminum stearate is a p ro­ 
duct which was formerly man­ 
ufactured 
only in 
Europ e, 
largely . in 
Germnay . 
B u t 
with the cc ting of the war, it 
became m 
; and more diffi­ 
cult to g 
p roducts from the 
countries aoroad, and it became 
necessary either to find a sub­ 
stitute or to begin to manu- 
facfTtre the material in the T\ 
S. 
The substance is used in 
the treatm ent of oils for lub­ 
ricating p urp oses, and is used 
alike in light and heavy varie­ 
ties.
